it was very full of hazards. He told me then, he did not know whether he ſhould h: 
cencerned : but a little while aiter he told me, my {., Shaftsbury was engag'd in ſuch ad. 
ſipn, and he had engagd him in it; and he told me, he had an expectation ot being 
Colonel of Horſe, and asKk'd rae, it I would have any Command under him ? I told tun, 
I knew ſome Gentlemen ot the 7emple that I mighr engage in it, bur I rold him I had 
not a conſtitution to bear the toils of War. My Lord, he rold merthen, That my Lord 
Shaftsbwry, to the belt of my remembrance, had another deſign upon the King and the 
Duke as they came from Newmarket in October laſt, buc he told me he abhorr'd any fuci 
thirig, it was ungenerous, and he would not be concern'd in it, bur only in a general !1- 
ſurretion. But this he did tell me, I think, before the thing was to be executed; 1 im 
parted it to no body, till after the time of both was paſt : bur in the diſcourſe of thein- 
ſurrection, he told me, I ſhould lend him a Suit ot Silk Armor, which 1 bought about 4 
or 5 years ago, When the Popiſh Plot broke out, and he would have had me kept that, 
and uſed it my ſelf, which I did decline. 'Then he rold me, he had very good Swords in 
treland, but he wanted them here. Says he, I am a man that am obſerved, becauſe I have 
a correſpondence with my L. Shaftsbury, and asked me, if I would provide him a good 
ſtiff Tuck 2 I cold him I would, and I did beſpeak one; but before it was done, the Dc- 
fign was laid alide, and the Tuck was left upon my hands. I came to underſtand that 
the Defien was pur off, by means of Mr. 7rexchard, who had diſcourſed abour a Fort- 
night betore of prear Forces he could raiſe in the Weſt, and the Duke of Monmourh {ent 
for him, but his heart failed him, and he could not raiſe any men; upon which my Lord 
Gray called him Coxcomb.

The advantage ofaCommand in the Army ; but he not being qualified, declines jr 
He tells you further, that he did acquaint him there was a Deſign to Aſlaſſinare the 
King ; and 'tis cafie enough to be believed, if there was one defigned, the other waz 
too. And you ſee all along the only Diſpute was, whether the Aſſaffination ſhou!g 
be firſt, or follow ; for to raiſe Arms againſt the King, is diretly to Affaſſinate the 
King ; for it cannot end any other way with ſecurity ro thoſe rhat raiſed it. He 191g 
Mr. Weſt he would not be concerned directly in the Aſſaſſination, bur in the Tnfurre.

he was ſent for over to manage it, as being the only manin whom all perſons had con. 
fidence. When he comes over, he brings Capt Walcet along with him, Mr, Fergsſop 
meets at Mr. WefPs Chamber, this Mr. Weft and Col. Romſey gave an account of; they 
both ſwear it. Several meetings there was, in which Capt. /Yalcot was not, and pt. 
ſibly ar thoſe times he might be ſick of rhe Gout, and thar mighr occafion his nor he.

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tucceſs he had inthe lift made of dividing the City in ſeveral parts, and raiſing mnou! 
incvery divition, and Capt. Y/alcet met for to know what progreſs they had made in it 
Gentlemen, every one of theſe are Oyert-Acts to declare his intention to kill the King; 
and are all High-Treaſon. 

The Gentleman at the Bar cannor attempt to mitigate his Offence, by ſaying he 
would not directly Affaſſinate the King, but would be the man to aſliſt in raiſing Arms;
